MANY FORMS OF EARLY FLAGS 


Various Types Were Used Before the 
Present Form of Old Glory 
was Adopted. 


CHAPTER XVm 


According to tlie Rmlthsonlnn In.stl- 
tutlon there were many forms of early 
flags, especially colonial types, used 
by the Individual coloules andi militia 
regiments, before the ting of the Uni¬ 
ted States was established by the con- 
tliientnl congress June 14, 1777, the 
anniversary of which date is now cel- 
elirnted us flag day. Tills act required 
tliat the flag of the United States be 
of 13 horizontal strlis's, alternate red 
Riid white, and that l><e iiiiiou be 13 
wlilte stars on a til tie fluid, represent¬ 
ing a new coustellallon. 

One of the first occa.itlons for pub¬ 
lic dlsiilay of the Stars and Stripes is 
said to liave tieeii August fi. 1777, 
when the new flag was hoisted over 
the troops at Fort Schuyler, Home, N. 
Y. .lohii Paul Jones is said to have 
Iieen the first to liy the .SflBrs and 
Stripes over tlie liigh .sens on the 
Hanger In November, 1777. 

b'rom the time of the Itevuluflon tbs 
Stars and .^irlfies In tbe flag tiiivo va¬ 
ried. There were 13 stars during tli« 
Hevy.liilioti, l.j in tlie war of 1812, 2fl 
In tiie Mexican war, I'-'t to 35 In tlie 
Civil war, 45 In tlie Spiinl.cli war and 
48 today.

' Look at Oistrlbutor Case. 

When you have eliminated tlie spark 
plug, examine all wiring and terminal 
connections, making sure that all wires 
are tight and tliat the insulation isn't 
worn off at any place, tliiis causing 
short circuits.' Next open tlie dis¬ 
tributor case and see If tliere is any 
dirt or carbon dust. If (be trouble 
is liere It can lie eliminated by wiping 
with a clean rag. But if it is yet 
undiscovered then perhaps the misfir¬ 
ing is caused by the contact points lie- 
ing pitted. These should be cleaned 
and adjusted very accurately accord¬ 
ing to instructions nf tlie nianiifactiir- 
er. Also make sure tliat the tappet 
spring has not weakened or been 
broken. Beniember tliat this spring 
is under a constant strain and it will 
hear watcliing. 

Cause of Serious Missing. 

Moisture or grease or-, the surface 
of the distributor housing will some¬ 
times cause very serious current 
skips across the sui-face of tliis for¬ 
eign matter Instead of going through 
its regular channels. The remedy is 
to wipe off the surface. The presence 
of moisture may lie explained by the 
fact that it is drawn in wdth the air 
ihrougli the radiator or may condense 
on the surface on a damp day. Tlie 
grease often collects from the oil spray 
thrown out hy the engine. 

The Ignition system is a delicate 
assemblage and it is up to you to 
keep your eye constantly upon it. Lit¬ 
tle attentions like tbe.se give you a 
smooth running engine and h»lp you 
to eliminate expensive repairs.
